CHICAGO, Feb. 9—The threat 
of the worst Spring flood in nine 
years hangs over the East and

THE EDITOR’S COLUMN 
So many important things are 
happening in the livestock and 
meat business that it is difficult 
for an editor to decide which t o 
write about and which to leave 
out. 


Few people realize how much beef, pork, lamb and 
veal must be set aside by meat packers operating 
under federal inspection for the armed forces and 
Lend-Lease. As of January 7, 1915, 50 . of all 
utility steers, heifers, and cows are set aside for 
the government canning program. The govern­ 
ment will continue to call for 60% of the choice, 
good, and commercial steer and heifer beef car­ 
casses, excepting extremely light weights; also 
80rc of the cutter and canner beef. Of the total 
pork meat produced, excluding lard, approxi­ 
mately 50 a has to be set aside. Government pri­ 
orities on "Good" and "Choice" lambs have av er­ 
aged from 40 to 50 a of the suitable lambs. Pri­ 
ority orders also apply to approximately 50 
of 
the "Choice." "Good" and 
'Commercial" veal 
produced within specifications. 
Of course, such regulations are necessary in 
order to insure the proper conduct and w inning of 
the war. Nevertheless, producers and consum er# 
should know of these regulations as a partial ex­ 
planation of why they are having difficulty in get­ 
ting the supplies of beef, lamb, pork and veal 
which they want.

JESUS CALLED His 12 dis- 
dplca to Him and "gave them 
power against unclean apirtta. to 
cast them out. and to heal all 
manner of sickness and ail man­ 
ner of disease." 
I wonder how ms ny people can 
recite the names of the 12 dis­ 
ciples. 
Here they are: 
Simon 
Peter and his brother Andrew; 
James 
and 
his 
brother 
John, 
Philip and Bartholomew. Thomas 
and 
Matthew; 
James, 
son 
of 
Alphaeus, and Lebbaeus. whose 
surname was Thaddaeu* 
Simon 
the Canna nite and Juda* Dcanot. 
Jesus sent the 12 out telling 
them 
to "preach, saying. Th* 
kingdom of heaven is st hand." 
Tb*y 
were 
to 
heal 
the 
sick, 
cleanse the lepers, etc., no gold 
or silver or even extra clothing, 
were to be taken, "for the work­ 
man is worthy of his meat." They 
were. on ne*ring a town, to in­ 
quire "who in it is worthy." pos­ 
sibly where they would be wel­ 
come. 
and stay there 
Where 
they were not welcomed and en­ 
tertained, they were to shake the 
dust of that town from their feet, 
and adequate punishment would 
be meted out to these inhospit­ 
able folk 
Warns of Enemies 
Jesus warned His disciple* to 
beware of men 
"for they will 
deUver you up to the councils.' 
When this happened they ahould 
take no thought as to what they 
•hould say to their judges, "for 
it shall be given you in that same 
bour what ye shall speak 
For it 
Is not ye that speak but the spirit 
of your E ither which speaketh in 
you 
And ye shall be hated of all 
men for My sake, but he that 
endureth 
to the end 
shall 
bf 
saved ’* 
When they were persecuted In 
nr* city Jesus told the 12 "flee 
ye into another." 
' A r i fear not them which kill 
the body but are not able to kill 
the soul: but rather fear him 
which Is able to destroy both soul 
and body in h ell" 
"Are not two sparrows sold for 
a farthing?" Jesus asks. "and 
one of them shall not fall on the 
ground without your Father. . . . 


Fear ye not. therefor*, ye ar* of 
more 
value 
than 
many 
spar­ 
row*" 
He also warn* His followers 
that His teachings will not bring 
peace to tho#* wlio believe, "but 
a sword.” It will separate fam i­ 
lies, "and a man's foes shall be 
they of hi* own household." How 
many times ainee then has re­ 
ligion separated and antagoniaed 
people of the same family? 
In

that, 
"he 
that 
taketh not hi* eros*, and fol­ 
loweth after Me la not worthy of
